COLONEL COMMANDANT’S COMMENTS

ow that the National Weekend 
is over and we have been 
given the Freedom of the City 
of Kingston, the frantic pace of the past 
year has slowed down a bit. We worked 
hard to prepare our 50th Anniversary 
celebrations, and we are working hard 
celebrating. But in the end you might 
ask, “What did we really accomplished 
this year? Was it worth it?” My answer is 
simple. We raised our visibility. We also 
healed some internal wounds festering 
since integration. We did both in style. 
Here is a bit of what I mean. 

In my travels over the past two years, I 
have visited nearly all bases and stations. 
Over the last six months alone I have vis¬ 
ited about fifteen, spending about 50 days 
“on the road”. Recall the “EME Goldies” 
curling team this winter, my “Station 
hopping” out West this spring, and the air 
shows recently. Wherever I have gone I 
have talked with Craftsmen. Most often 
it’s an informal session in your canteen. 
Units with one Craftsman on strength got 
the same attention as larger workshops. 

In addition, I have met many of you on 
the Service Flights. In fact several of my 
best peacekeeping interviews were done 
in airports along the way. 

Aside from that I have had a special 
opportunity this year to talk with Com¬ 
manders of Commands, Base Comman¬ 
ders, Commanding Officers, BTSOs and 
many others outside our Branch. All have 
favourably remarked on the dedicated, de¬ 
pendable, loyal support they receive from 
their EMEs. All appreciate your efforts 
and know how well you contribute to unit/ 
base operations. All are very impressed 
by our Branch spirit and solidarity. 

This year gave them a special opportunity 
of saying it to me, the DG, the Branch 
Chief or some other senior EME officer 
because, as a special effort, we got senior 
Branch represen¬ 
tatives to as 
many 50th Anni¬ 
versary functions 
as possible. Many 
people have 


remarked to me, “You EMEs certainly 
are well organized, you sure have great 
spirit, and can you ever throw a party!” 

That’s nice to hear and I know they mean 
it. I get the feeling that it’s because they 
had been able to know us better through 
local and regional EME 50th Anniversary 
events. We have made the best use of this 
opportunity and - we did it in style. 

Now it’s great being visible and having 
everybody know all about you. But what 
sort of image do we want people to have 
of us? In the EME flag debate of last year 
we looked at putting the badge on the flag. 
The answer is to leave things as they are. 
However, in my discussions with many of 
you, it became very evident that, badges 
and flags notwithstanding, the best identi¬ 
fier for our Branch is the Mobile Repair 
Team doing a tough job out in the front 
lines working long and hard under diffi¬ 
cult, dirty and often dangerous conditions. 
The many of you who have been in 
Somalia or the former Yugoslavia over 
the past two years know what I mean. 

So that’s what we are, Canada’s 
Craftsmen, the soldier-technicians of 
Canada’s Armed Forces. Engraved on the 
front of the base of our Commemorative 
Monument are our four trades badges. 

This symbolizes our trades-men and 
tradeswomen who are the foundation of 
our Branch. Our motto symbolizes how 
we work by skill and by fighting. The 
important thing is that that’s the way peo¬ 
ple see us. We have had a good chance 
of getting that message out this year 
during our 50th Anniversary activities. 

We have succeeded and - in style. 

In 1975 I went to the Ecole technique 
des Forces canadiennes as the reviewing 
officer for one of the graduation classes. 
After the parade I had an informal dis¬ 
cussion with the instructors. Several 
of them mourned the loss of the Horse 
badge and the RCEME Corps. To 
them they had lost all of their traditions. 

It was the end of the world. 

That incident is typical of the festering 
wound we have carried with us since 


integration. Never mind the benefit 
of Integration, which brought all of the 
vehicle mechanics in the Canadian Forces 
into one trade, we had lost the aircraft, 
radio and radar, welder, and body repair¬ 
man trades. Never mind the fact that we 
had been able to preserve our separate 
identity as an engineering corps, we 
had lost our badge and our name. The 
RCEME veterans distanced themselves 
from the new LORE Branch and formed 
the RCEME Association to preserve the 
RCEME name. So there we were, two 
separate groups, the vets who had no 
future and members of the LORE Branch 
who had no past. It was an open wound, 
i.e. two solitudes. 

Then things started to work. Those of 
us who had served in both RCEME and 
LORE worked to bring the two solitudes 
together. First came the name change, 
then the RCEME Association offered 
membership to all, RCEME, LORE and 
LEME alike. The idea of a 50th Anni¬ 
versary took hold. The RCEME Asso¬ 
ciation was given representation on the 
50th Anniversary Steering Committee. 

It all came together this year and the 
wound was healed - in style. 

The Freedom of the City ceremony was 
a joint RCEME Association/Regular Force 
effort. The parade in itself was inspiring. 
The three contingents represented the past 
(the RCEME Association), the present 
(the serving members of the EME Branch) 
and the future (2861 RCEME Cadet Corps 
from Windsor and 3018 LETE Cadet 
Corps from Ottawa). The RCEME badge 
was resplendent on the berets of the cadets 
from Windsor and of many of the veter¬ 
ans. The EME badge was on the berets 
of the cadets from Ottawa and the serving 
EME members. It was truly a joining of 
our past with the present and the future. 

Out West in Calgary the Regular Force 
EMEs and the RCEME Association of 
Alberta celebrated EME Day together. The 
motto for their celebration neatly sums it 
all up, Pride in the Past, Faith in the Future.

c ’\Zour Worship Mayor Matthews, 
JL distinguished guests, members, 
former members and families of the 
EME Branch, ladies and gentlemen. 
Since the end of World War One there 
have been electrical and mechanical 
soldier-technicians in Kingston. 
Before World War Two they served 
as part of the Kingston garrison as 
part of the Engineering Branch of 
the Royal Canadian Ordnance Corps. 


At the start of World War Two 
ordnance training was started on 
the hill at Barriefield. In 1946 the 
RCEME School was opened. To-day 
there are three former commandants 
of RCEME School here with us 
and one of the former Regimental 
Sergeants-Major. Since 1970 when 
the School was moved to Camp 
Borden, EME soldiers have continued 
to serve as part of the garrison. 


To-day in this ceremony we 
have commemorated this 
long and proud history with its close 
links with your city. Your Worship, it 
is a great honour for me on behalf of the 
RCEME Association and the EME Branch 
to present to you and the citizens of 
Kingston with this scroll which commem¬

In the 100 attendees at the dinner were 15

Fund who were guests of the 50th Anni¬ 
versary Committee. All sponsors, many 
of whom had not attended a Mess Dinner 
before, enjoyed themselves and expressed 
their thanks for being invited. The Toast 
to the Branch was given by MGen Creber 
and the thank you was very ably delivered 
by our Colonel Commandant. 

One of the highlights of the evening was 
presentation of the Corps Honour Roll by 


the Colonel Commandant to the Branch 
Advisor. In his presentation speech, the 
Colonel Commandant pointed out that 
our Corps/Branch is like a Regiment, 
albeit a regiment of many small units, 
and as such should have all the trappings 
of an Arms Regiment. 

Also on display was a large bulletin board 
outlining the Branch History and Badges 
plus the original painting of the Collage, 
a copy of which many of you should have 
received by now. The bulletin hoard will 
be used throughout the year with our 
various displays across the country. 

At noon on January 21st, 1994, the 50th 
Anniversary Committee and the Associa¬ 
tion held a reception in the Zoets Lounge at 
the Chateau Laurier Hotel. Approximately 
200 people passed through the reception 
line which was manned by the Colonel 
Commandant, Branch Advisor, and 
President of the Association. The hotel 
provided a lovely lunch and drinks were 
served by members of the local Militia 
units.

The Association was represented on 
the EME 50th Anniversary Steering 
Committee by Maj(Retd) Norm Graham. 
A former boy soldier with long service 
in RCEME, he had also been in private 
business very successfully for many years. 
It was a fortunate choice. He was no 


spectator on the Committee, attending 
nearly all meetings at his own expense 
and participating actively in discussions, 
particularly when the committee was 
struggling with how to raise funds. 

Actively involved in major charity drives 
himself, Mr Graham was able to bring to 
the Committee a sense of practical experi¬ 
ence, business acumen, and entrepreneur- 
ship which he generously shared. He 
initially suggested the idea of annual car 
draws as a major source of funds for the 
50th. He had the vision to know how 
much was possible and how to adapt the 
idea to our Branch-in a big way! He 
patiently suggested, cajoled, and, perhaps 
most importantly, selflessly contributed 
ideas that kept the project on track. It was 
the type of contribution that often is not 
recognized at the time but in retrospect is 
discovered to have been invaluable. This 
can only stem from the sort of dedication of 
which the Branch fortunately has a surplus. 

On the local level, the Association’s 
chapters and individual members were 
active in regional celebrations and activi¬ 
ties, both as planners and as participants. 
The success of all anniversary events 
depended on having participation from 
those who serve and those who have 
served, and on melding these together to 
give an image of continuous EME service 
for 50 years. No better example is the 
picture in the EME Honour Roll showing 
a veteran member of the Association and 
a serving Craftsman together visiting one 
of the RCEME grave sites. ■ 
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RCEME STORMS THE CANADIAN WAR MUSEUM! 


D uring the summer of 1994 the 
square in front of the Canadian 
War Museum was taken over 
by a display commemorating the 50 
years of RCEME. Opened on 10 June 
1994 by past Branch Advisor MGen 
(now LGen) Fischer, and current Branch 
Advisor and DGLEM BGen Pergat, the 
display included six vehicles and a com¬ 
memorative arch entrance. Volunteer 
militia soldiers, augmented by NDHQ 
and 7 Wing EME personnel, were on 
hand to answer questions or discuss the 
displays with visitors. The exhibition was 
well attended, and on Canada Day alone 
more than 5000 visitors stopped by! 

The history of the RCEME Corps was 
shown through the use of both old and 
new technology. A Diamond “T” 

Wrecker, used in WWII and the Korean 
War, was located beside the new HLVW 
Wrecker to emphasis the improvements in 
recovery equipment. The Canadian War 
Museum’s Machinery “M” Lorry that was 
rebuilt by 202 Wksp was also on display. 

It proved interesting to see the equip¬ 
ment that technicians had in this vehicle 
compared to that of today’s SEV kits.

An APC just off the rebuild line at 202 
Wksp was on display to emphasis the 
equipment in use since the 1960’s. It was 
equipped with additional armour for the 
crew commander and gun shields for the 
crew compartment. The 35 ft Leopard 
FCS trailer used in Europe had been 
converted into a display case for the 
current Weapons, FCS, and Material 
trades, and former RCEME Radio and 
Radar Technicians. It included photos 
and equipment used over the years. 

The hit of the display with the children 
was a white litis representing the EME 
commitment to the United Nations. Inside 
the litis was a blue helmet for visitors 
to wear to have their photo taken.

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LAST BIRTHDAY IN EUROPE

T he celebrations of the 50th 

Anniversary in CFB Lahr took 
on a very special flavour of 
nostalgia, felt by all members present. 
After all, it is here in Europe that 
RCEME first went to battle and set 
up it’s first field workshops, and the 
souvenir of that past is omnipresent 
in the hearts of the inhabitants and can 
be seen on a myriad of monuments in 
almost every city and in the country¬ 
side. Since D-Day in 1944, EME 
soldiers had been on European soil 
and participated in post-war history 
right up until the fall of the Berlin Wall. 
The disappearance of the “Bad Bear” 
Soviets as enemy put an end to that 
era; the closure of CFB Lahr was 
completed on 15 August 1994, so 
our 50th Anniversary celebrations 
also were the last EME functions 
to be held in Germany. Of course, 
the EME Community in Lahr this 
year, with just above 
60 military members, was not 
even the shadow of what it had 
been in the hey-days of the Cold 
War, when it numbered over 900 
EME soldiers, but we made the 
effort to properly commemorate 
the occasion nonetheless. 


EME Display Cases 

Because of our small size, every effort 
was made to have participation from 
other Base personnel in our activities 
and to openly publicize all events to 
draw the attention on this very special 
occasion. One part of our publicity plan 
was the preparation of two display cases 
that would be filled with pictures and 
memorabilia from all trades. The four 
trades each got one panel to do and the 
techs out-did each other, which resulted 
in two truly magnificent display cases 
telling the RCEME story with few 
words and many pictures. These were 
displayed at the messes and at all major 
functions for the benefit of all Base

BML Open House 

On 18 March 1994, Base Maintenance 
Lahr completed it’s last work order, 
signifying the closure of the main work¬ 
shop, while some elements would move 
to another location to provide essential 
services until the end. To celebrate the 
occasion, all Base personnel were invited 
on a Friday afternoon for a “Beer Fest”. 
Instead of the traditional beer tent, the

hanger. Hoists became bars and the 
work bays were covered with folding 
tables and our display cases. About 
half the Base showed up so it made for 
a good crowded beer call. It was also a 
sad moment for our guys; it meant the 
“mechanics” would become “movers” 
and “packers” as the turn-in of all DA 
and closure of maintenance would go 
full swing from that day on. 

A Tank Named “Bold” 

Being in Europe, it’s hard to forget that 
RCEME history began here in the weeks 
preceding D-Day. One of the first tasks 
of RCEME technicians before the 
Normandy invasion was to prepare all 
vehicles and waterproof them. The 
assault waves would depend on intimate 
tank support provided by Sherman DD 
tanks that could float once equipped 
with a canvas skirt and which moved 
in towards the beach amidst the landing 
crafts, powered by two propellers. The 
tank named “BOLD” is such a tank 
belonging to the First Hussars, which 
never made it ashore that day and sank 
in heavy seas a mile short of landing. 

The tank was kept intact for thirty years 
in its watery grave before it was salvaged 
in 1972 under the initiative of Sgt Leo 
Gariepy, a First Hussars Veteran. For 
the last twenty years, the tank has been 
on the central place of the town of 
Courseulles-Sur-Mer in the centre of 
JUNO Beach, and is the single most 
important Canadian memorial on the 
Normandy Coast. The tank hull is 
covered with commemorative plaques 
from every regiment/unit that participated 
in the liberation of Normandy; only the 
First Hussars and RCEME plaques are 


on the cupola. This honourable spot was 
earned by RCEME because of the work 
we have done over the years to maintain 
the vehicle in good shape and of course 
because these “floating” tanks are wit¬ 
nesses to the achievements of our Corps 
in preparing for D-Day. (As an aside, 
you may have noticed that the tank can 
be seen on our 50th Anniversary poster). 

So, with the 50th Anniversary of D-Day 
approaching, and tank “BOLD” in bad 
need of a maintenance visit, our Colonel 
Commandant initiated a project to refur¬ 
bish the tank. End of March 94 saw a 
team of four technicians from CFB Lahr 
travel to Normandy to “fix-up” “BOLD”. 
The two Mat Techs, one Veh Tech and one 
Weapons Tech toiled away for four days: 
shine the plaques, grind the rust away, 
paint the whole tank, paint new markings, 
shore up the underside with adjustable 
stands, paint the road wheels and cement 
base as well as shining other Canadian 
plaques displayed on Juno Beach. The 
hard work was compensated with one day 
of touring to the various landing sites and 
we also visited “Happy Valley”, the first 
site where the Second Canadian Armoured 
Workshop advanced after landing. Overall 
it was a very fulfilling experience for all 
members involved. 

Because of the efforts of EME 
technicians, tank “BOLD” was a proud 
memorial on 6 June 94 when Canada’s 
Prime Minister and many veterans 
congregated around it to mark the 
50th Anniversary of D-Day.

RCEME 50th 
Anniversary/BML 
Closure Parade 

The 50th Anniversary 
celebration weekend start¬ 
ed off with the traditional EME Day 
parade; at the same time, it was the BML 
Closure parade. Because of inclement 
weather, the small 30 member guard 
gathered inside the empty maintenance 
hangar. Not only did the weather not 
cooperate but neither did the Serbs: 
our reviewing officer, BGen Pergat, 
was held up somewhere in Bosnia and 
couldn’t make his way on time to Lahr 
for our parade, so we settled for the 
Base Commander, Col Les Corbett, who 
gladly reviewed the troops to the tune of 
“Lilibulero” and “Aupres de ma Blonde”. 

Two other significant “lasts” occurred on 
parade. First, the Glen Benoit Memorial 
Award was presented for the last time in 
Europe with Cpl Lewis being honoured 
as top craftsman. Cpl Glen Benoit was 
an FCS tech with the RCDs who was 
killed in 1986 while repairing a Leopard 
tank in Lahr. In his memory, the 
Dragoons donated an award to the EME 
Branch which has been presented annual¬ 
ly to the top craftsman in CFE based on 
criteria of performance, physical fitness, 
leadership and community involvement. 
This award was then transferred to CFB 
Petawawa where this fine tradition will 
continue within 2 Brigade. 

Finally, the EME flag, which had con¬ 
tinuously flown over Western Europe 
for the last fifty years, was symbolically 
lowered for the last time to a piper’s 
lament. The flag was sent with other

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THE RCEME COMMEMORATIVE MONUMENT

T o explain the EME Commemora¬ 
tive Monument, it is necessary to 
answer three questions: Why did 
we build it? What does the monument 
consist of? What does it symbolize? 

Why have we built this EME 
Commemorative Monument? A Branch 
Monument at the Branch’s School serves 
as an inspiration to members and future 
members of the Branch. That is why in 
1962 the RCEME Gates were built at the 
entrance to the RCEME School in King¬ 
ston. However, the school was moved 
to Borden in 1970. Therefore, when the 
EME 50th Anniversary celebrations were 
planned it was decided to build a Monu¬ 
ment at Borden and have it commemorate 
50 years of EME services to Canada’s 
Armed Forces. (The RCEME Gates 
remain in Kingston where they continue 
to serve as the EME Branch Memorial.) 

What is the EME Commemorative 
Monument? In simple terms it is a 
central block, a hexagonal base, two low 
walls, a time capsule and a wide step. 

The central block is the main feature. 
Engraved on the front is our current 
badge, and on the back is a capsule 
history of our Branch. 

The hexagonal base supports the central 
block. Engraved on the front are our 
four trades badges. Engraved on the 
back is a list of the campaigns and peace¬ 
keeping missions in which Canada’s 
Craftsmen have served. 

The two low walls are on either side of 
the central block. On them are engraved 
the names of the donors to this monu¬ 
ment. In some cases, donors have asked 
that instead of their name, the name of a 
person they wish to honour be engraved. 
On the ends of the walls are engraved 
our four former hat badges. 

The time capsule is at the back of 
the monument. Various mementos 
of the past 50 years have been placed 
in it. The names of EME units which 


have contributed to the Monument over a 
five year period are engraved on the top. 

The wide step is at the front of the 
monument. Engraved on it is 1944- 
1994 and our motto Arte et Marte, 
which means by “by skill and by 
fighting”, “par l’adresse et le combat”. 

What does the commemorative 
monument symbolize? The monument 
is more than some blocks of granite. 

It symbolizes our history, our accom¬ 
plishments, and what we as members 
of EME are. 

Our history is symbolized by the 
names of the corps and services which 
preceded us, by the names we have had, 
and by the hat badges we have worn. 

Our accomplishments are symbolized 
by the list of where we have served and 
by the mementos in the time capsule.

What we are is Canada’s Craftsmen, 
the soldier-technicians of Canada’s 
Armed Forces. Our four trade 
badges symbolize our tradesmen 
and tradeswomen who are the founda¬ 
tion of our Branch. Our motto sym¬ 
bolizes how we work, by skill and 
by fighting. The dates, 1944-1994, 
symbolize that we have been a 
separately identifiable engineering 
branch for the past 50 years. 

The EME Commemorative Monument 
represents our esprit de corps, our 
camaraderie and, above all, our satis¬ 
faction with a job well done. It was 
constructed at CFSEME to inspire 
our young craftsmen of tomorrow. 

We hope that the traditions and history 
demonstrated here will push them to 
continue to offer the quality of service 
we have established during the past 
50 years, of which we are very proud. ■

An amaz¬ 
ing 45,786 tickets were sold - a dramatic 
increase over the 34,856 sold last year. 

The gross revenue generated by the 1994 
Car Raffle was $79,662.05 and the net 
profit, after prizes and expenses, was 
$47,346. Mr Stanley Gill, a long time sup¬ 
porter of the EME Branch and the owner 
of Gillmore Classics, generously donated

$20,000 to the 1994 Car Raffle. The total 
amount raised in support of the RCEME 
50th Anniversary Commemorative 
Monument Trust Fund on behalf of the 
1994 Car Raffle was therefore $67,346, a 
dramatic increase over last year’s $37,629.

- A Quick Look At 8 EME Sqn Trenton

H appy 50th Birthday RCEME, 
LORE, LEME, EME and 
any personnel affiliated with 
the Branch! Greetings from 8 Wing 
EME Sqn, the only ARMY unit in 
Trenton, Ontario. This article will 
tour you through the workshop and 
show you who works where during 
this memorable 50th Anniversary year, 
and will provide a quick look at some 
of the 50th Anniversary activities that 
the workshop was involved in. 


Here in Trenton our shop is made up 
of the HQ cell, Control, Workshop Sup¬ 
port and Production, which consists of 
Servicing, Repair, Refuelling, Ancillary 
and finally Heavy Equipment sections. 

The shop as a whole is responsible for 
keeping the airfield fleet serviceable, 
thereby keeping the runways open, 
the airplanes flying, and the Wing 
Commander happy. In addition, we are 
responsible for over 20 cadet units in the 
Ontario region, as well as the Hastings 
and Prince Edward Regiment, CFS Alert, 
and the Trenton Air Cadet Camp. A 
posting to Trenton requires a great deal 
of flexibility on the part of the Horse to 
work on the vast array of unique vehicles 
and eqpt required to support flying ops. 

Capt Heather Stewart is OC EME Sqn, 
and the ETSM is MWO Eric Scott. WO 
Dan MacDonald is the Wksp Sp O/CFS 
Alert coordinator and WO Dean Curley is 
the Production Supervisor. The shop is a 
56 person team, consisting of 40 military 
personnel and 16 civilian employees.

Mr. John Bennett tries to keep him 
honest! There are two WMS Clerks 
in the shop, Ms Donna Parsons, 
ex-vehicle tech, ex-parts chaser, and 
expert number-cruncher, and Cpl Karen 
Blackmore who was just posted in this 
summer from AMDU. Mr. Dan Nelson 
takes care of R&I and the Tool Crib, 
and Miss Deb Chouinard takes care 
of all the OC’s paperwork. 

Servicing Section is split into two cells, 
Inspections and Quick Repair, and is 
headed up by Sgt St Laurent who just 
came in from Valcartier. The Inspection 
cell is made up of four people and is 
run by MCpl John “Woody” Whitnall 
who is actually in Hall Beach North West 
Territories right now doing an ATI. MCpl 
Doug Goss and his team of four operate 
the quick repair side of the house. 

Included within Servicing Section are 
the Line Tech and the AMSE Tech. The 
Line Tech is Cpl Wayne Pfeiffer and he 
is basically a roving MRT who spends 
his day on the Flight Line repairing 


equipment in situ. The AMSE Tech 
is Cpl Trevor Horne and he is physi¬ 
cally located in 8 AMS (formerly 
the BAMEO shop). The AMSE Tech 
works right in with the blue servicing 
techs and is responsible for maintaining 
such things as mules and portable 
power units, heaters and generators. 

The main Vehicle Repair Section is 
a second-line organization and is run by 
yours truly. This section is made up of six

Mr Carl 
Botting keeps training these guys, and 
together there’s not an outboard motor 
or a snowmobile they can’t fix. 

Materials is run by Cpl Ernie Pothier and 
he is assisted by Mr Richard Terry and 
Mr Scott Terry (a family effort). There 
isn’t a better group in the system when it 
comes to welding, painting and sewing! 

We always have one mechanic at CFS 
Alert on a six-month attached posting. At 
this time it is Cpl Dave Remus enjoying 
the polar bears and the Beach. We also 
provide a man to Eureka during the sum¬ 
mer months, this summer it is Cpl Mike 
Orford. We have a MCpl serving with 
CANLOGBAT in the former Yugoslavia, 
MCpl Alphie MacDonald; not long left 
now Alphie! In the spring we had a mem¬ 
ber take part in the first UN Yugoslavia 
ATI/MTT inspection repair team. 

We are constantly sending mechanics 
back and forth to Ancona, Italy in 
order to do maintenance and repairs on 
equipment held at the ALCE there.

Originally this sign was intended 
to bring attention to passers by our work¬ 
shop in Trenton by having it situated 
beside the flagpole in our front yard, but 
word travels quickly and before we knew 
it Ian and Mike were on their way to 
Ottawa to present a duplicate sign to BGen 
V. Pergat, DGLEM, for use in the National 
Capital Region, (see edition 3/94 for a full 
report on the making of the sign, ed) 


For activities out of the area, we had 
teams from EME Sqn taking part in 
the 50th Anniversary Curling Bonspiel 
(where’s the Horse?) at CFB Petawawa, 
as well as the 50th Anniversary Parade 
and Monument Unveiling Ceremony in 
Borden on the Birthday weekend. As 
well we donated nine bodies, including 
the Captain, to the Freedom of the City 
Parade in Kingston in June. You can 
bet we will have appropriate represent¬ 
ation at the 50th Anniversary Golf 
Tournament as well! 

As for future projects a 5T gas 
wrecker was recently scrounged from 
Kingston and once refurbished will 
grace the front of the workshop as a 


monument. A 1943 Firetruck will 
be coming to our shop also and, once 
completed, will be displayed at the 
newly-opened RCAF Museum on 
AMDU road. The Colonel Comman¬ 
dant is arranging the display for the 
RCAF Museum in memory of all 
EME/MSE techs, and includes not only 
the Firetruck but also a display table 
with a glass top which will have all 
sorts of RCEME/EME paraphernalia 
in it and a monumental cairn with a 
brass plaque which will be dedicated, 
hopefully by the DGLEM, to the 
RCAF Museum. 

This summer was the 1994 Quinte 
International Air Show, and we 
were heavily involved in that as 
well. A static ground display of 
equipment from the Worthington 
Museum, the SSF, the Oshawa Ferret 
Club and modern day airfield support 
equipment caught a lot of interest 
from the crowds. 

So if you ever thought that coming 
to an Airforce Base was going to be 
your chance to relax, you are very 
WRONG! ! There are more taskings 
here than you can shake a stick at, 
but we can handle it because we are 
maintainers, we are professionals and 
most of all we are highly adaptable. ■
